
lc The following flying activity was observed at Alt-Loennewita airfield 
between 22 Jane and Hi July 19<2: 


22 June* Between 7 a 0 m 0 and 1 p»ir q , flying was practiced by MiG~l5s 
whieHHSook off in elements of two.. The planes flew up the Elbe River 0 

23 June., At 9*30 aon , six I£iXKL5s practiced formation flying while 
oSier aircraft of the same type flew individually* Between 9:30 a 0 m 0 
and 6 s 30 p«ra* , 98 MiG-lSs were counted crossing the field* Four single- 
engine planes wore parked in front of the second and third hangar from 
the west* A P0~2 biplane v/as observed in front of the fourth hangar and 
four LliQ^lJs were in front of the sixth hangar from the west* The out- 
lines of aircraft were observed in some open hangars* •> Jelding noises were 
heard from one hangar * 

2\x June* At 10:30 a <>m* , two MiO-l5s taxied tinder their own power from the 
hangars to the east end of the runway and took off at an interval of 1*0 
seconds* After 8 minutes, two other 3IiQ.-l9e took off at an interval 
of 1;0 seconds. Another seven elements of two :.HCr~l5s were observed taking 
off with intervals of 2 to 3 minutes bet ween the individual elements* The 
18 aircraft headed toward Belgem* Six Mi0-l5s of the alert flight were 
permanently stationed north of tie east end of the runway 0 

25 June* Between 6:30 a.m* and noon , 6 to 8 Mid-lfJs practiced formation 
flying in echelon to the right* The aircraft returned from the direction 

of Beige in after 2$ to 30 minutes 0 The sky was very cloudy, and there was & 
thunder shower after 1 p„m a 

26 June* There was no flying* 

June o Between 6:30 a^nu and 12:30 p*m* p individual flights were made by 

mM3s7 Between 12 s 30 and 6 p*m 0 , eight L3iQ-l5s took off at short inter- 

vals and. landed after about 25 minutes. About 9 minutes after the landing, 
another eight ?iiG-l9s took off. The last planes landed shortly before 7 p*m 0

Muring in elements of two was practiced between noon and 1 p«m 0 !|o more 
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flights were observed after 1 The first night flights by HiG~l5s 

in a long time were made between 8 a.m* and midnights The aircraft 
took off and -'landed individually, the intervals between the individual 
flights being 6 to 8 minutes* 

29 June* There was no flying because of continuous rain® 

30 June, After 10 a*m.. Individual flights v/ere made by laG-IJs which 
apparently flew with throttled engines and extended landing gears. 
Individual take-offs were nado every 10 to 12 minutes. After 1:30 p*n e , 
individual flying continued and six Fi0-l5s started flying in line 
abreast formation, the intervals between the planes being about 2$0 meters® 
This manner of flying gave the impression that a definite area was being 
combed c "flying was discontinued at- 7 p*nu 

1 July, Between 6 and 11 a up to six elements of two L;iG-l5s wore 
observed aloft* There was no .flying between 11 a 6 m<, arid 0 p*tn* light 
flying was practiced by Fi3~l5s with extended landing gears between 8 p*m 0 
and midnight. Two searchlights were in operation, ■ One of then illumi- 
nated the runway while the other one directed the landing pianos « 

2 July* There was flying by FiG-l5s up to 6 p„m 0 

3 July, Flying started at 6:30 a*nu when four MiG-l5s took off. The 
aircraft which v/ere flying in one line combed the area. After 1:30 p o m 0 , 
some additional single-engine, low-wing monoplanes participated in flying® 
Individual planes flew particularly high. After 2:30 p*m 0 , a twin-engine 
plane with a double rudder assembly was observed towing a sleeve target® 
'IiG~l5s flying in elements of two attacked the air sleeve with live ammuni- 
tion* During the exercise, the firing plane was covered by the n&n-firing 
plane* 

U July* Between. 7 a®m e and 3 p a nu, 32 MiG-15 s wore counted crossing the 
field. 

5 July, Between 7:30 and 10 v- 30 a*m„, thore was individual flying by U 
Mi535s and 3 single-engine, low-wing monoplanes. The alert flight was 
parked at its previous location. The outlines of" aircraft were observed 
in some hangars which were half open* 

7 July® xvt 10 a *m 0 , two singlet-engine planes flew at an altitude of 
about : &00 meters and crossed the field from east to west and visa versa. 
These flights v/ere observed until about 1:30 p.m. Source believed that 
the flying planes v/ere practice targets for ’AAA guns* About 6 p«m a , 
four MiG-l5s flying in two elements practiced air fighting* From the 
great skill displayed by the attacking piano as well as the plane which 
was attacked source inferred hat the . pilots had much flight experience® 

8 July® After 5:20 a 0 nu , the noise of aircraft engines was heard from the 
field* A twin-engine plane with- double rudder assembly, which towed a 
sleeve target, took off at 6 a.m* The plane banked to line left over 
Schmorkendprf and crossed the Ak gun emplacement at altitudes of 600 to 
800 meters and sometimes at only UOO motors* The air sleeve was released 
two or three times from an altitude of about 200 meters* It was piclood 
up by soldiers who registered the hits. After a flight time of about 50 
minutes, the plane landed, and again took off about 20 minutes later to 
repeat the sane practice. After 7 a.nu, take-offs wore made by four 
l'iG~l5s which made individual flights, and engaged in acrobatics including 
dives * The planes landed after about Uo minutes®
